Most of the tables in this publication have been prepared entirely on 


a monthly basis to provide easy comparision of data. With a few exceptions, 
annual and quarterly figures are expressed on Monthly Averages, and these 
can be converted to actual totals by multiplying by 12 and 3 respectively. 


For example (from page 5): 


Births in year 1964 - 
Monthly average 1,739 
Therefore annual total = 12 X 1,739 = 20, 868 
(Actual figure is 20,866) 


Deaths in December quarter 1964 - 
Monthly average oS 
Therefore quarterly total = 3 X 753 = 2,259 
(Actual figure is 2,259)

This procedure can be used to calculate corresponding figures for the 
period of the previous two years or similar information on a financial 


basis.
